You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in said 
district on the thirteenth day of March, 1956, at one o'clock in 
the afternoon to act upon the following subjects: 


1. To choose a Moderator for the ensuing year. 
2. To choose a Clerk for the ensuing year. 


3. To choose a member of the School Board for the en- 
suing three years. 


4. To choose a Treasurer for the ensuing year. 


9. To hear the reports of Agents, Auditors, Committees, 
or Officers chosen, and pass any vote relating thereto. 


6. To choose Agents, Auditors, Committees in relation to 
any subject embraced in this warrant. 


7. To see what sum of money the district will raise and 
appropriate for the support of schools, for the salaries of school 
district officials and agents, and for the payment of statutory 
obligations of the district, and to authorize the application 
against said appropriation of such sums as are estimated to 
be received from the state equalization fund together with 
other income; the school board to certify to the selectmen the 
balance between the estimated revenue and the appropria- 
tion, which balance is to be raised by taxes by the town. 

To see if the district will vote to authorize the school 
board to make a contract with the Union School District of 
Keene for high school instruction for 1956-1957 at a rate of 
three hundred eighty dollars ($380.00) per pupil. 


9. To see what action the district will take in appointing 
two voters to serve on a three-member committee, including 
one school board member appointed by the school board, to 
work with similar committees appointed in neighboring school 
districts, for the purpose of studying the feasibility of forming 
a cooperative school district in accordance with RSA Chapteér 
195 as amended by Laws of 1955, Chapter 334; and to prepare 
a report to be presented to the voters at the next annual school 
district meeting. 


10. To see if the district will authorize the school board 
to make application for and to receive, in the name of the dis- 
trict, such advances, grants-in-aid or other funds for educa- 
tional purposes as may now or hereafter be forthcoming from 
the U. S. Government and/or State Agencies.

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The above tables indicate that our enrollments will not 
increase much during the next five years. However, the 
picture could change quickly by families moving into or out 
of Richmond. The possible future enrollments are merely in- 
tended as a guide to aid the citizens of Richmond in their 
thinking and planning. 


_ We have been fortunate in having Swanzey accept our 
upper four elementary grades. This has enabled Mrs. Max- 
well to have an enrollment in the lower grades small enough 
for efficient instruciion. That the education of Richmond ele- 
mentary school pupils has not been neglected is attested by 
the fact that recent reporis from the Keene High Schools show 
that Richmond studenis there are doing creditable work. 


Swanzey has its school housing problems also. How they 
are solved will have an effect on Richmond. As was mentioned 
- in last year’s report, unless Swanzey’s school facilities are 
expanded, the time is approaching when Swanzey might not 
be able to accommodate us. The citizens of Richmond should 
be ready to face this possibility. 


If the school at North Richmond is to be used for some 
time to come, it would be well to consider improving its facil- 
ities. Running water and flush toilets are not luxuries in the 
latter half of the twentieth century. 


School housing problems are not peculiar to Richmond. 
Ten years ago our national Census Bureau believed that the 
population of the United States would not reach 165,000,000 
until the year 2,000 and perhaps not then. This figure was 
reached on May 27, 1955. Our population increase, with at- 
tendant increases in the numbers of children, makes for ever 
increasing enrollments in our schools. 


- Quoting Walter Lippmann—'We have to do in the edu- 
cdtional system something very like what we have done in 
the military establishment during the past 15 years. We have 
to make a break-through to a radically higher and broader 
conception of what is needed and what can be done... we 
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must make the same order of radical change in our attitude 
toward education as we have made in our attitude toward 
defense. We must measure our educational effort as we do 
our military effort. That is to say, we must measure it not by 
what it would be easy and convenient to do, but by what it is 
necessary to do in order that the nation may survive and 
flourish. We have learned that we are quite rich enough 
to defend ourselves whatever the cost. We must now learn 
that we are quite rich enough to educate ourselves as we 
need to be educated.” 


In conclusion, I wish to express my appreciation to the 
teacher, pupils and parents, the School Board and the patrons 
of our school for their cooperation.
